SYNOPSIS 


On Monday, October 31, 2016, Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant David Grall, and 
Sergeants Anthony Easter, and Paul Valle responded to Chatsworth Courthouse 
regarding an on-duty deputy involved hit-shooting incident. IAB investigators learned 
Deputy Rizaldy Reantaso and Security Officer Gerardo Fabian fatally s Cueva 
(Suspect Cueva) as he attempted to stab rishi (Victim i 


IAB Sergeant Easter learned the on-duty district lieutenant, Lieutenant Jeff Adams, took 
reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the 
incident among themselves, or with uninvolved persons, prior to being interviewed by 
the assigned investigators. Additionally, the involved and witness personnel did not 
collectively consult with their attorneys or union representatives. IAB Sergeant Easter 
learned the involved and witness personnel were gathered in the company of a 
supervisor until they provided their statements to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Eddie Brown and Antoinette Martinez from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the investigation. For 
further information, refer to the Homicide Bureau Investigation Book, under URN #016- 
00562-4468-013 [EXHIBIT A]. 


On June 29, 2018, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office reviewed the facts 
of this case and determined Deputy Reantaso and Security Officer Fabian acted 
reasonably and lawfully in defense of others [EXHIBIT B]. 

SUMMARY 

On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1205 hours, votin c: with ae 


Cueva at the Chatsworth Courthouse to discuss the details of their recent 
a( i Victim en c Suspect Cueva drove 
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separate vehicles and met on Penrose Avenue, south of the courthouse. After a brief 


conversation, Suspect Cueva entered Victim] s vehicle and she drove toward the 
entrance of the courthouse parking lot. 


Victim EE drove to the parking toll booth while Suspect Cueva was seated in the 


front passenger seat. Suspect Cueva retri cealed large kitchen knife from his 
right sj pulled it out (NFD). Witness| el noticed 


Victim) was crying and asked if she was okay. Victim ‘old Witness 


he needed help and asked him to call the police because Cueva 
had a knife and was going to kill her. Suspect Cueva grabbed Victim by the hair 


and placed the knife against her throat. A struggle ensued between Victim land 
Suspect Cueva as they were inside the vehicle. 


Witness exited the d attempted to help Victim as 
pe repeatedly stabbed Victim| lon the side of her body. Witness 
pened the driver side door and attempted to help Victim| exit the 
t she was restrained by the seatbelt. In an attempt to summon help, Witness 
iii away from the vehicle and screamed for someone to call deputy 
personnel. Nearby witnesses, who were in front of the courthouse, entered the building 


and advised personnel at the weapons screening area that someone needed help 
outside. 


Witness returned to the vehicle and continued to assist victim as she 
struggled with Suspect Cueva. Victim [EE was able to remove the seatbelt, exit the 
vehicle, and run toward the fro courthouse. Suspect Cueva immediately exited 
the vehicle and ran after Victim while holding the knife in his right hand. 


Security Officer Fabian and Deputy Reantaso were in front of the courthouse and 
obsevered the brief struggle prior to Victim an Suspect Cueva exiting the 
vehicle. As Victim ran toward the front of the courthouse, Deputy Reantaso and 
Security Officer Fabian ordered Suspect Cueva several times to drop the knife. 
a Cueva did not comply and continued to close the distance behind Victim 


Suspect Cueva caught up to victim the courtyard area of the courthouse. 
Suspect Cueva wrapped his left arm around Victim s neck and stabbed her while 
holding the knife in his right hand. Believing Suspect Cueva was going to kill Victim 

if he did not take action, Deputy Reantaso fired one shot from his duty weapon, 
striking Suspect Cueva. Suspect Cueva continued to assault Victim as they ran 
forward. Deputy Reantaso had a better view of Suspect Cueva and fired two additional 
shots from his duty weapon at Suspect Cueva, striking him. Victim [EEE was able to 
free herself from Suspect Cueva_and created a small gap between them, but Suspect 
Cueva continued to stab Victim Security Officer Fabian stood in front of 
Suspect Cueva and fired one shot from his duty weapon, striking suspect Cueva. 
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Suspect Cueva dropped the knife and fell on the ground, as Victim B- -0 fell 
down. Victim -rav away from Suspect Cueva and was assisted by Deputy 
Escalante who arrived at the scene. Suspect Cueva moved his body and attempted to 
reach for the knife that was on his left side. Deputy Clark arrived and kicked the knife 
away from Suspect Cueva to prevent him from arming himself. 


Deputy MA- rrived at the scene and attempted to prevent Suspect Cueva from 
reaching for the knife. Deputy EEE used his body weight to hold Suspect Cueva on 
the ground. Suspect Cueva resisted Deputy as he placed Suspect Cueva's 
arms behind his back in an attempt to handcuff him. Deputy Ramirez was standing next 
to Suspect Cueva and assisted Deputy AEn handcuffing him. Suspect Cueva did 
not resist Deputy Ramirez during her assistance. While Suspect Cueva was being 
handcuffed, Deputy Reantaso kicked the knife further away from Suspect Cueva. 


Sergeant Metcalf and Lieutenant Lecrivain arrived and controlled the scene. Lieutenant 
Lecrivian initiated radio traffic and requested paramedics and additional resources. 
Deputy personnel rendered aid to Victim land monitored Suspect Cueva until the 
arrival of Los Angeles City Fire Department. Paramedics subsequently provided 
medical attention to Victim [land Suspect Cueva, prior to transporting them to 
Northridge Hospital Medical Center via ambulance. Suspect Cueva was pronounced 
dead at 1241 hours by Doctor Kokkolera. 


IAB NOTE: Paramedics arrived at the scene approximately nine minutes after 
the shooting. 


RADIO TRAFFIC - SHERIFF’S COMMINUCATION CENTER (SCC) ACCESS 
CHANNEL 


Chatsworth Courthouse personnel used the SCC access channel to initiate emergent 
radio traffic immediately following the deputy-involved shooting. SCC access channel 
and L-TAC channel radio traffic were obtained from Sheriffs Communication Center, 

and placed on a compact disc [EXHIBIT C, folder 1]. The following is a summary of

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


J284L said, “This is Chatsworth court” and identified 
as 284L, but then correctly identified himself as 
J284L. J284L advised they had “shots fired in front of 
the courthouse,” and requested LAPD to respond. 


SCC replied, “10-4, in front of the courthouse. Which 
courthouse?” 


J284L readvised Chatsworth court and provided the 


address. J284L also requested 902R for one suspect 
down. 


SCC acknowledged information and was going to 
check the availability of Lost Hills Station units for a 
response. 


J284L stated only LAPD was needed and Lost Hills 
units were too far away. 


SCC asked gender and approximate age of suspect. 


SCC advised they contacted LAPD and “L.A.City 
Rescue.” 


J284L advised “L.A.City Fire” response was also 
needed for a stabbing victim. 


SCC acknowledged there was a stabbing victim and 
asked for additional information. 


J284L advised SCC that one LAPD unit was Code 6. 


SCC asked J284L if it was safe for the fire department 
to respond in front of the courthouse. 


J284L advised it was clear for the fire department to 
respond and the scene was Code 4. 


SCC asked J284L to confirm 902R and LAPD were at 
the scene, and if he needed anything else. 


J284L advised nothing else was needed and they 
were Code 4. 
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17:45 SCC acknowledged Code 4 status and cleared the 
frequency channel. 


IAB NOTE: Chatsworth Courthouse personnel used the MCJ radio channel the 
day of the incident to initiate radio traffic; however, the radio traffic 
was not recorded and unavailable for review. 


IAB NOTE: A review of the L-TAC radio traffic did not produce any relevant 
information related to the incident. 


VIDEO 


Homicide Bureau investigators obtained video surveillance footage [EXHIBIT C, folder 
2] that captured the incident. The following timeline depicts the events captured by the 
surveillance camera. There was no audio recorded from the footage. 


IAB NOTE: Several bystanders were in front of the courthouse as they 
appeared to focus their attention east, toward the parking lot.

12:21:50 A male wearing a burgandy shirt ran east, out of view of the 
camera.

of the courthouse. 


12:22:10 Security Officer Fabian exited the courthouse and walked south, as 
he looked east. 

12:22:24 A male wearing a burgundy shirt ran north through the courtyard. 

12:22:26 Security Officer Fabian drew his weapon and pointed it east. 


Deputy Reantaso responded and took a position to the north. The 
view of Deputy Reantaso was partially obstructed by a tree ina 


planter. 

12:22:27 Suspect Cueva entered the camera angle as he ran west toward 
the courthouse and confronted by Security Officer Fabian at 
gunpoint. 

12:22:28 Suspect Cueva appeared to have a knife in his right hand. 
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12:22:29 Deputy Reantaso stepped forward as he pointed his weapon at 
Suspect Cueva. Security Officer Fabian repositioned himself to the 
south, and out of view, as Suspect Cueva ran in his direction. 


12:22:30 Suspect Cueva appeared to have ife in his right hand as he 
wrapped his left arm around Victim s neck. 

12:22:31 Suspect Cueva ran past Security Officer Fabian spect Cueva 
maintained his left arm wrapped around Victi s neck. 

12:22:32 Security Officer Fabian and Deputy Reantaso pointed their 


weapons at Suspect Cueva. They are in a triangular position.

Department Homicide Bureau. No charges were filed. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The scene was the area outside the front entrance to Chatsworth Courthouse. The 
incident occurred during daytime hours while the weather was sunny and clear. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 
Security Assistant Angelo Tramontano 


On April 24, 2019, at approximately 1217 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Security Assistant Tramontano via a recorded telephonic interview. 
Security Assistant Tramontano, was on an approved leave at the time of the interview. 
For a complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, Security Assistant Tramontano was assigned to Building Control., 
where he monitored the security cameras of the courthouse. At approximately 1200 
hours, he received a frantic telephone call from a male (later identified as Witness 

who was yelling loud in Spanish. Due toa oe ee Security 
Assistant Tramontano did not understand what Witness] said. Believing 
Witness EEE was in need of help, Security Assistant Tramontano yelled that 
somebody outside was yelling on the telephone, and sounded like they were outside. 
Deputy Reantaso’s office was adjacent to his office, and believed Deputy Reantaso may 
have heard him. Deputy Reantaso immediately responded outside the courthouse. 
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Security Assistant Tramontano turned his attention to the cameras and monitored the 
activity in front of the courthouse. While viewing the surveillance cameras, he saw a 
male (Suspect Cueva) chasing a female (Victim as she ran toward the front of 
the courthouse. Security Assistant Tramontano saw Deputy Reantaso and Security 
Officer Fabian pointed their guns at Suspect Cueva. The room Security Assistant 
Tramontano was in at the time, does not have direct access to the lobby. He did not 
hear any shots fired, or any commands that may have been given to Suspect Cueva, 
but subsequently saw him on the ground. Security Assistant Tramontano did not recall 
if he heard radio traffic advising a deputy involved shooting occurred, but called 9-1-1, 
and requested the response from the fire department. 


IAB NOTE: Security Assistant Tramontano was the only person operating the 
surveillance cameras at the time. He did not have a direct view of 
the incident from Building Control. 


Security Assistant Tramontano provided a copy of the surveillance footage that 
captured the incident to Homicide Bureau detectives, and wrote a supplemental report. 


IAB NOTE: IAB investigators were unable to locate a copy of Security Assistant 
Tramontano’s supplemental report. On April 24, 2019, Intermediate 
Typist Clerk Christie Karunungan searched the archives of 
documents stored at Chatsworth Courthouse. She was also unable 
to locate a copy of the supplemental report. 


Security Officer Dewayne Franklin 


On April 23, 2019, at approximately 1005 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Security Officer Franklin at Van Nuys Courthouse. For a complete 
statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, Security Officer Franklin was near the front entrance to the 
courthouse. He was working the weapons screening area when he saw a group of 
attorneys exit the building. One of the attorneys returned inside and advised there was 
a possible altercation at the parking entrance. Security Officer Franklin initiated radio 
traffic, advising ‘he ey have been involved in an altercation by the 
parking entrance. 


From where Security Officer Franklin stood (approximately 40 yards away), he saw the 
(Witness ME was standing near a black vehicle, talking to the 
driver. Approximately 45 seconds later, the same attorney came back inside and again 
requested for someone to respond to where ‘he A vos. Security Officer 
Franklin remained inside and saw the black vehicle’s door was open, and Witness 
had his upper torso inside the vehicle. Security Officer Franklin relayed the 
information via his radio. A female (Victim B exited the vehicle through the 
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passenger's side and ran toward the front of the courthouse. She was immediately 
followed by a male (Suspect Cueva) who exited through the passenger side door. 


As p approached the front entrance doors, Suspect Cueva caught up to Victim 


rom behind and appeared to punch Victim| in the stomach with his right 
hand. Security Officer Franklin did not see a weapon in Suspect Cueva’s hand as he 
assaulted Victim nor could he tell if Victim had any injuries. Victim 


lappeared to be in pain and screamed for help. Deputy Reantaso exited his 
office, directly behind the weapons screening area, and responded outside. 


Prior to Deputy Reantaso's arrival, Security Officer Fabian exited the building through 
the north front entrance doors and assessed the situation, as Suspect Cueva caught up 
to Victim Security Officer Franklin’s view was partially obstructed by an outer 
pillar, and was unable to see if Security Officer Fabian drew his weapon. 


Security Officer Franklin focused his attention on Deputy Reantaso as he (Deputy 
Reantaso) arrived outside, and noticed Victim B away from Suspect Cueva. 
ven as approximately three feet away as she crawled away toward the door 
where Deputy Reantaso stood. Deputy Reantaso was approximately 12 feet away, 
southeast from where Suspect Cueva was. Deputy Reataso drew his gun, pointed it at 
Suspect Cueva, and ordered him to drop the weapon. Suspect Cueva appeared 
incoherent as he ignored the orders, and fi his attention on Victim| As 
Suspect Cueva took steps towards vec ll Deputy Reantaso ordered him to drop 
the weapon at least “two or three times” before firing two shots (refer to Security 
Officer Franklin’s IAB interview transcript, page 11). 


Suspect Cueva dropped the knife as he fell forward and on the ground, on his stomach. 
Suspect Cueva grabbed the knife and attempted to stand as he was focused on Victim 

Deputy Reantaso again ordered Suspect Cueva to drop the weapon and fired a 
third shot, causing Suspect Cueva to fall on the ground, on his back. 


IAB NOTE: Security Officer Franklin did not see if Security Officer Fabian fired 
his weapon during the incident. 


Deputy Ramirez and an unknown male deputy exited the building and rolled Suspect 
Cueva on his side, preventing him from getting up. Security Officer Franklin prevented 
people who were in the lobby from exiting, and did not recall if Suspect Cueva was 
handcuffed. He was later instructed by a supervisor to assist in securing the crime 
scene. 


After the incident, Security Officer Franklin retrieved a first aid kit from an information 
desk, behind the weapons screening area. He provided the first aid kit to Deputy Smith. 
Paramedics arrived and placed Suspect Cueva in the ambulance. Security Officer 
Franklin did not see what happened to Victim- ter paramedics arrived. 
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Deputy Maria Ramirez 


Deputy Ramirez retired from the Department on February 16, 2018. The following is a 
summary of the information from her supplemental report [EXHIBIT A, page 8]. 


While working inside Chatsworth Courthouse, Deputy Ramirez heard a male yell “shots 
fired 417” from the front of the control booth as several deputies were responding 
toward the front entrance of the courthouse. Deputy Ramirez immediately responded to 
the front entrance and saw Suspect Cueva on his back with his hands out. 

Deputy Ramirez noticed there was a kitchen knife approximately four feet away from 
Suspect Cueva as he attempted to get up. Deputy Nar up to Suspect 
Cueva and grabbed both wrists in an attempt to control him. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Reantaso kicked the kitchen knife away from Suspect Cueva. Deputy Ramirez assisted 
Deputy approaching Suspect Cueva and doing a quick pat down search for 
weapons. Deputy Ramirez grabbed Suspect Cueva’s right hand and handcuffed it. 

She then placed Suspect Cueva’s right hand behind his back and was able to handcuff 
his left hand. Along with Deputy they placed Suspect Cueva on his left side, 
as she did an additional pat down search for weapons. 

Los Angeles City Fire Department, Engine 107, personnel responded to the scene. 
They subsequently transported Suspect Cueva to Northridge Hospital Medical Center. 


On April 12, 2019, at approximately 1055 hours, | conducted a telephonic interview of 
Deputy Ramirez. Deputy Ramirez did not want the interview to be recorded, and | took 
detailed notes of her statement. The following is a summary of my interview with 
Deputy Ramirez: 


Deputy Ramirez said she did not know who yelled out “shots fired 417” prior to her 
response to the front of the courthouse. Deputy Ramirez did not recall many details of 
the incident. She added that while assisting Deputy [Ein handcuffing Suspect 
Cueva, she felt Suspect Cueva’s arms were “stiff,” but did not resist her effort in 
handcuffing him. Deputy Ramirez believed Suspect Cueva’s arms were ‘stiff’ as a 
reaction of having been shot. Deputy Ramirez did not provide additional relevant 
information regarding the incident. 


IAB NOTE: 417 is Sheriffs Department radio code for a person with a gun. 
Deputy Hannah Escalante 
On April 16, 2019, at approximately 1151 hours, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed 
Deputy Escalante at the Antelope Valley Courthouse. For a complete statement, 


additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 
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On October 31, 2016, Deputy Escalante was sitting at her desk when she heard radio 
traffic on the Men’s Central Jail frequency, advising that a “417” incident occurred at the 
main entrance of the courthouse, by the parking lot (refer to Deputy Escalante’s IAB 
interview transcript, page 3). 


Deputy Escalante immediately responded to the front of the courthouse. Deputy 
Escalante did not hear any gunshots prior to exiting the building through the front doors. 
When she exited, Deputy Escalante saw Deputy Reantaso detaining Suspect Cueva at 
gunpoint as he gave Suspect Cueva commands to not move. Suspect Cueva was 
laying on the ground, on his back, approximately 10 feet away from Deputy Reantaso. 
Suspect Cueva was approximately 15 feet away from the front door. His feet were 
positioned closer to the door. At the time, Deputy Escalante did not see a weapon, nor 
did she see injuries to Suspect Cueva. 


Deputy Escalante took cover behind a pillar and assessed the situation for 
approximately one minute. As she stood behind the pillar, Deputy Escalante heard 
people say Suspect Cueva was shot. Deputy Escalante saw Suspect Cueva moving his 
arms and legs as he attempted to reach for the knife, which was approximately a foot 
away from Suspect Cueva. 


After assessing the situation, and believing Suspect Cueva was the only threat, Deputy 
Escalante approached a female (Victim wearing jeans and a light colored purple 
tank top. Deputy Escalante escorted Victim to a safe area behind a pillar, near 
the front entrance doors of the courthouse. Victim eared to be in shock and 
was bleeding from her chest, hands, and side. Victim also appeared to need 
assistance standing. Deputy Escalante assisted her by placing her arms underneath 
Victims as they walked. 


Deputy Escalante yelled to Deputy Clark and a security officer to bring her gloves, 
gauze, or any trauma kit. Deputy Escalante felt sufficient personnel were at the scene 
to deal with Suspect Cueva. Deputy Escalante saw Lieutenant Lecrivain initiate radio 
traffic on the SCC access channel, but she did not know what he advised. She applied 
pressure to Victim injuries until the arrival of the fire department. After fire 
department personnel arrived, they transported Suspect Cueva to the hospital prior to 
transporting Victit 


Deputy Escalante was aware, but did not see when Suspect Cueva was handcuffed. 
Deputy Davy Clark 

On April 18, 2019, at approximately 112 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Deputy Clark at Chatsworth Courthouse. For a complete statement, 


additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 
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Deputy Clark was inside the Sheriff's office of Chatsworth Courthouse when he heard 
radio traffic advising there was a possible disturbance outside. As he was responding 
to the front door, through the lobby, he heard Deputy Reantaso initiate radio traffic, 
advising of a “417.” Deputy Clark recognized the code to mean there was a person with 
either a gun or knife. He arrived at the front entrance doors approximately 10 to 15 
seconds later. 


Prior to exiting the building, Deputy Clark saw Deputy Reantaso and Security Officer 
Fabian had their guns pointed to their front, slightly lowered. Deputy Clark could not 
see what they were reacting to, but he believed they may have been moving to their left 
in an attempt to have a better backdrop. In anticipation of a shots being fired, Deputy 
Clark took cover behind a wall, inside the building. 


IAB NOTE: The front windows to the courthouse were tinted, and paper bulletins 
were posted on the glass doors, obstructing the view in and out of 
the courthouse. 


While maintaining cover, Deputy Clark heard yelling. He did not know what was said, 
nor did he recognize the voice. Approximately five seconds later, Deputy Clark heard 
four gunshots. The gunshots were fired within approximately five seconds. Deputy 
Clark did not see who fired the shots, nor was he able to see who may have been struck 
by the gunfire. Approximately five to ten seconds later, Deputy Clark exite, iIding 
through the front entrance doors. He was approached by a female (ve fall who 
was bleeding from her chest, right side, and hands. Deputy Clark escorted her to a 
nearby corner, where he told her to sit down. 


Deputy Escalante exited the building and assisted him. Deputy Clark entered the 
building and asked for a first aid kit. Security Officer Franklin retrieved a first aid kit from 
the checkpoint area, and provided it to him. Deputy Clark went outside and gave gauze 
to Deputy Escalante. She applied the gauze on Victim Es injuries and had her 
place pressure on the wounds. 


While Deputies Clark and Escalante rendered aid to Victim) Deputy Clark heard 
Deputy Reantaso order Suspect Cueva to not move. Deputy Clark stood up and saw 
Suspect Cueva laying on the ground, face down. His head was pointing north and his 
feet were toward the front doors of the courthouse. Suspect Cueva did not say 
anything. There was a knife approximately two to three inches from Suspect Cueva’s 
right hand. Deputy Clark asked Deputy Reantaso if he wanted him to move the knife. 
After affirmation from Deputy Reantaso, Deputy Clark kicked the knife approximately 
three feet away from Suspect Cueva. Deputy Reantaso and Security Officer Fabian 
continued to detain Suspect Cueva at gunpoint while standing approximately eight to 
ten feet away from Suspect Cueva. 


Deputy Clark did not see anyone handcuff Suspect Cueva. He did not initiate radio 
traffic, but he heard someone request paramedics within approximately 30 seconds 
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after the incident. Within approximately 10 minutes, paramedics arrived and they 
transported Victi nd Suspect Cueva to the hospital. 


Sergeant Metcalf asked Deputy Clark the extent of his involvement and directed him to 
go with Suspect Cueva in the ambulance. Prior to returning to the scene, a nurse 
provided him with a paper bag containing Suspect Cueva's property. Upon arrival at the 
scene, he provided it to a criminalist. 


Deputy Gregg Gossett 


On April 22, 2019, at approximately 1021 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Deputy Gregg Gossett via telephone. Deputy Gossett retired from the 
Department on March 30, 2019. The telephonic interview was recorded with his 
consent. For a complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see 
attached verbatim interview transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Gossett was in the basement lock-up area of the courthouse when he heard 
radio traffic asking deputy personnel to respond to the front of the courthouse. Deputy 
Gossett arrived within a minute. Deputy Gossett saw Deputy Reantaso pointing his gun 
at a male (Suspect Cueva) as he was lying on the ground. Deputy Gossett was not 
sure, but believed Deputy Smith may have searched and handcuffed Suspect Cueva. 
Due to the time lapse of the incident, Deputy Gossett did not recall if he saw Suspect 
Cueva get handcuffed. 


Deputy Gossett said he arrived after the incident occurred and was instructed to gather 
witnesses. After identifying witnesses, he escorted them to the jury assembly room, 
and remained with them until they were interviewed by Homicide Bureau detectives. 


Deputy James Smith 


On April 30, 2019, at approximately 0919 hours, IAB Sergeants Christopher Minott and 
Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. For a complete 
statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Smith heard someone initiate radio traffic. The radio transmission was muffled, 
but Deputy Smith was able to understand it involved the checkpoint area of the 
courthouse. As Deputy Smith responded to checkpoint, he heard someone advise 
“417” via the radio (refer to Deputy Smith’s IAB interview transcript, page 4). 


Deputy Smith recognized the radio code to mean it involved a person with a gun. When 
he arrived to the checkpoint area, he saw a male (Suspect Cueva) lying on the ground. 
Prior to his arrival, Deputy Smith did not hear any gunshots. He did not observe any 
injuries, but believed Suspect Cueva was injured because Suspect Cueva was not 
getting up. 
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When Suspect Cueva appeared to reach for something, Deputy Smith, and other 
personnel at the scene ordered him to stop. Deputy Smith was approximately 20 feet 
away and could not see what Suspect Cueva reached for at the time, but he pointed his 
weapon at him as a safety precaution. Deputy Clark approached Suspect Cueva and 
kicked a knife away from Suspect Cueva’s left side. Depu jpproached 
Suspect Cueva from the left side and grabbed both hands from behind, in an apparent 
effort to handcuff him. Deputy Smith could not recall how, but he saw Deputy Ramirez 
assist Deputy! handcuff Suspect Cueva. 


When Deputy Smith took a position to the south, he noticed a female (Victim IE 
was by a corner, south of the front entrance doors. Deputy Smith removed gloves from 
his rear right pocket and tossed them to Deputy Escalante as she rendered aid to Victim 

Deputy Smith remained at the scene until the arrival of paramedics. He later 
assisted in escorting witnesses to the jury room 


Deputy Smith was advised of the Department's video admonishment. He was provided 
the opportunity to review the surveillance footage of the incident. After reviewing it, he 
clarified that he remembered the knife was kicked by Deputy Clark as he arrived at the 
scene. 


IAB NOTE: On October 31, 2016, Deputy Smith interviewed a witness MEM 
who provided a statement of his observations during 
incident. Mr advise he took a photograph and two videos 
with his cellular phone shortly after the incident [EXHIBIT A, page 
13]. 


IAB NOTE: On April 9, 2019, IAB investigators sent i. certified 
letter, in an attempt to request an interview, and obtain the 
photograph and videos. On April 13, 2019, the certified letter 
[Miscellaneous Documents] was returned because he was not 
known at the location. 


Sergeant Michael Metcalf 


On April 17, 2019, at approximately 1155 hours, IAB Sergeants Christopher Minott and 
Luan Dang interviewed Sergeant Metcalf at the Chatsworth Courthouse. Fora 
complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim 
interview transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1200 hours, Sergeant Metcalf was inside his 
office when he heard radio traffic advising of a “417.” Having recognized “417” to be the 
radio code for a person with a gun, Sergeant Metcalf exited his office and advised 
Lieutenant Lecrivain of the radio traffic. Sergeant Metcalf immediately responded to the 
front lobby. 
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As he responded, he heard one gunshot. Sergeant Metcalf believed the gunshot came 
from outside of the lobby area. Approximately five seconds after the initial radio traffic, 
he drew his weapon and exited the building. On the ground, was a male Hispanic 
(Suspect Cueva). Surrounding Suspect Cueva, were several deputies and a security 
officer. The personnel were detaining Suspect va at gunpoint. A female (Victim 

was next to Suspect Cueva. vf bleeding profusely near the 
area around her stomach. As Sergeant Metcalf assessed the situation, Deputy 
Escalante rendered aid to Victim| 


While Suspect Cueva was on the ground, he appeared to reach toward a knife that was 
approximately three to four feet away from his left hand. Deputy Clark then kicked the 
knife away from Suspect Cueva. As Sergeant Metcalf continued to assess the situation 
and manage the scene, he recalled Suspect Cueva was handcuffed by Deputy Ramirez 
and an unknown male deputy. 


Sergeant Metcalf obtained a public safety statement from Deputy Reantaso and 
Security Officer Fabian, prior to ensuring they were separated. Sergeant Metcalf also 
ensured the scene was secured and a command post was established. 


Approximately 10 minutes after the incident, fire department personnel arrived and 
treated Suspect Cueva and Victim He directed Deputy Clark to go with Suspect 
Cueva as he was transported to the hospital. Sergeant Metcalf remained at the scene 
until the conclusion of the incident, approximately 2100 hours. 


Lieutenant John Lecrivain 


On April 15, 2019, at approximately 1140 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Lieutenant Lecrivain at the Community Partnerships Bureau. For a 
complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim 
interview transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1205 hours, Lieutenant Lecrivain was working 
as the operations lieutenant. While in his office, Sergeant Michael Metcalf asked him if 
he heard the last radio traffic. Lieutenant Lecrivain did not hear the radio traffic 
Sergeant Metclaf referred to, but they walked out of the office and responded to the 
front of the courthouse. 


IAB NOTE: Chatsworth Courthouse used the Men’s Central Jail (MCJ) radio 
frequency. It was a direct channel and did not record the radio 
transmission. 


As Lieutenant Lecrivain responded, he heard four gunshots from outside of the building. 
Lieutenant Lecrivain exited through the southeast doors and saw Suspect Cueva on the 
ground. Deputy Reantaso and Security Officer Fabian detained Suspect Cueva at 
gunpoint and repeatedly ordered him to lie face down on the ground and not move. 
Suspect Cueva slowly rolled from side to side while on the ground. Within arm’s reach 
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of Suspect Cueva (approximately six feet away) was a knife. An unknown Department 
member kicked the knife away from Suspect Cueva. 


Lieute, crivain heard a female crying behind him. He turned around and saw 
Victi was bleeding ainst the side doors of the building. A female deputy 
was rendering aid to Victim 


Lieutenant Lecrivain switched his handheld radio to the SCC access channel and 
initiated emergent radio traffic. He advised of the shooting, provided the location, and 
requested the response of the Los Angeles City Fire Department and Los Angeles 
Police Department (LAPD). In response to his advisement, several other units, 
including from Lost Hills Station, advised they were responding. Due to the extended 
response time, Lieutenant Lecrivain cancelled the response from Lost Hills Station 
units. Within minutes, the fire department and LAPD units arrived at the scene. 


Lieutenant Lecrivain and Sergeant Metcalf managed the scene, and a command post 
was established. Lieutenant Jeff Adams was the district lieutenant for the area that 
included Chatsworth Courthouse. Lieutenant Adams was briefed by Lieutenant 
Lecrivain and Sergeant Metcalf when he arrived at the command post approximately 20 
minutes after the incident. 


Lieutenant Lecrivain ensured Deputy Reantaso and Security Officer Fabian were 
sequestered and did not communicate with each other after the incident. Sergeant 
Bernie Lopez remained with them in the operations office until they were interviewed by 
Homicide Bureau detectives. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


On October 31, 2016, Homicide Bureau Detectives Martinez and Brown interviewed 
Victim t Northridge Hospital Medical Center. Homicide Bureau Detective Jose 
Espino, assisted with Spanish to English translation. For a complete 
statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Victim nad been [to Suspect Cueva for 23 years and naa A 
roblems due to Suspect Cueva’s verbal and physical abuse towards her. Victim 
moved out otip arinen approximately three weeks base to the incident, 


after Suspect Cueva wanted to hit her and told her to leave residence. Victim 
e M + o REE cmaincd at the apartment with Suspect Cueva. 
In an attempt to avoid Suspect Cueva, Victim EE was temporarily living with different 


female friends. In the days leading to the incident, Suspect Cueva began stalking and 
trying to convince her to retur 
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Victim had an outstanding ticket and had to pay the fine at Chatsworth Court. 
She agreed to meet Suspect Cueva at the location because she felt it was a safe 
location for them to discuss) 2nd [IEEE rangements for their 
impending 


As Victim arrive, she noticed Suspect Cueva was sitting in his parked vehicle 
by the entrance to the parking lot. Vict loa ced next to him and he entered her 
vehicle. When they approached the parking booth, Suspect Cueva retrieved a knife 
from his right side (NFD)._ The knife was concealed and wrapped with a cloth before he 
pulled it out. Victim| recognized the large kitchen knife as being from 


The oticed Victim was crying and asked if she was okay? 
Victim told the o help her because Suspect Cueva had a knife 


and was going to kill her. 


Suspect Cueva placed the knife to Victims throat and a struggle ensued. Victim 
BEE shea the knife away with both hands to prevent Suspect Cueva from killing 
a ae they struggled in the vehicle, Suspect Cueva attempted to cut Victim 

s throat. 


As the creamed for help, Victim managed to remove her 
seatbelt. Victim tan toward the court entrance as Suspect Cueva followed her 
while holding the large knife in his hand. As Victim [Eiir proached the front of the 
court, she heard deputies order Suspect Cueva to drop the knife. Suspect Cueva 
continued to chase her and did not drop the knife until he was shot once by a Black 
deputy. 


Victim h 2 trouble breathing due to the stab wounds and did not recall if there 
were additional shots or how many police officers were outside the court at the time of 
the shooting. Victim did not recall if Suspect Cueva grabbed her from behind as 
she ran, but she believed he did not because he would have kept stabbing her. After 
Suspect Cueva was shot, Victim sat on the ground near a glass window before a 
female came to help her. 


Victim Es interview was summarized by Homicide Bureau investigators [EXHIBIT 
A, pages 32-35]. 


On November 2, 2019, at approximately 0940 hours, Homicide Bureau Detective 
Espino interviewed Witness [lll =: the Chatsworth Courthouse parking lot. The 
interview was conducted in Spanish and audio recorded. For a complete statement, 
additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview:

Witnes: yelled at Suspect Cueva to stop as Victim and Suspect Cueva 
struggled in the vehicle. 


Believing Suspect Cueva’s intent was to kill Victim Witness ME opened to 
driver’s side door. Witness tried to assist Victim Meit the vehicle, but 
she was wearing the seatbelt. Witness) saw Suspect Cueva stab Victim 

two times on her right side. 


Witness ran nearby as he yelled for someone to please call the Sheriff's 
Department for help. A nearby attorney took notice and Witness EEE eturned to 
the vehicle to help Victim| When Witness attempted to remove the 
seatbelt from Victim uspect Cueva raised the knife as if he was prepared to 
stab him. Witness, saw the anger in Suspect Cueva's face and feared for his 


safety. Witnes: jacked away from the vehicle and continued to yell for help. 
Witness noticed the attorney entered the courthouse and notified deputies. 
Victim exited the vehicle and ran to the courthouse as Suspect Cueva chased 
her while holding the knife over his head. Suspect Cueva was approximately ten yards 
behind Victim , but he was closing the distance. Suspect Cueva caught up to 
Victim IE as she i cock the entrance to the courthouse. He wrapped his left 


arm around Victi s neck while holding the knife in his right hand. Suspect 
Cueva attempted to stab Victim in the stomach. 


IAB NOTE: Witness described the knife as a large kitchen knife, 
approximately ten inches, with a silver finish (refer to Witness 
a Homicide Bureau interview transcript, pages 32-33). 


A security officer wearing a white shirt pointed his firearm at Suspect Cueva and 
ordered him to drop the knife. Suspect Cueva did not comply with the orders, and 
continued his assault towards ver A deputy exited the courthouse from the 
tight side and also ordered Victim to drop the knife. After another deputy arrived, 
Victim EJ managed to push Suspect Cueva away from her, allowing the two 
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deputies wearing khaki colored shirts to shoot Suspect Cueva. After two gunshots, 
Suspect Cueva fell to the ground and dropped the knife a few feet away. Suspect 
Cueva attempted to get up and grab the knife. A deputy who was pointing his firearm at 
Suspect Cueva, kicked the knife away. 


Deputy personnel tended to Victim EEE white Suspect Cueva remained on the 
ground. Additional deputies arrived and grabbed Suspect Cueva. Witness 

was unsure if Suspect Cueva was handcuffed. Suspect Cueva appeared to no longer 
move while on the ground. Within a few minutes, paramedics arrived and transported 
Suspect Cueva away from the scene. 


Witness [i interview was summarized by Homicide Bureau investigators 
[EXHIBIT A, pages 51-35]. 


On November 2, 2016, at approximately 1250 hours, Homicide Bureau Detective Robert 
Kenney, Biers il interviewed Witnes: it the Chatsworth Courthouse 


Witness MEM Was working as anl at the courthouse the day of 
the incident. For a complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, 
see attached verbatim interview transcription. The following is a summary of the 
interview: 


On October 31, 2016. Witness! was exiting the courthouse along with 
Witnesses i were ahead of him. 
As they exited the courthouse, heard the 


screaming for someone to get the Sheriffs Department. The 
wines MAM was standing near a black vehicle and a parking booth. 


Witness EEE initially thought a fight took place, but then he saw Victim ME xit 
the vehicle and run toward the courthouse. Suspect Cueva also exited the black vehicle 
and chased Victim [il victim M was bleeding from a horizontal cut on her 
upper chest as she ran. 


An Asian male deputy (Deputy Reantaso) exited the courthouse and joined a male 
security officer who was wearing a white shirt (Security Officer Fabian). Witness 
saw two additional deputies in front of the courthouse.

Witness EEE gia not see Suspect Cueva with a weapon. Suspect Cueva stopped 
approximately 10 to 20 feet away from the courthouse entrance door when deputies 
ordered Suspect Cueva to drop his weapon. Witness [EE heard “a couple” 
gunshots and Suspect Cueva fell to the ground and appeared to reach for a weapon 
(refer to Witnes <i s Homicide Bureau interview transcript, page 4). 
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IAB NOTE: Witness view of Suspect Cueva’s actions were 
obstructed by Victim as she ran toward the front of the 
courthouse. 


Witness EE s interview was summarized by Homicide Bureau investigators

On November 2, 2016, at approximately 1317 hours, Detective Kenney interviewed 
Witness lat the Chatsworth Courthouse cafeteria. Witness| was working as 
an| he day of the incident. For a complete statement, additional information, 
and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. The following is a 
summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 12:00 pm, Witnesdiilig walked outside the 
courthouse and noticed a commotion near the parking lot kiosk booth. He recognized 
the itn cs who was standing next to a black Audi and 
involved in an altercation with the occupant of the vehicle. The situation appeared to be 
escalating and Witness asked for someone to notify the Sheriff's Department. 


In response to the request, Witness ii went back inside the courthouse and advised 
Department personnel about the situation that was occurring outside. The personnel 
did not immediately react to the situation and he went back outside. Witness i saw 
Suspect Cueva had a knife and asked someone to get a deputy. Due to Witness 
En very loud and panicked tone of voice, Witness eturned to the 
courthouse lobby and yelled for deputies to get their guns because someone was in 
imminent danger and requested personnel to respond outside. Again, Witness 
did not see personnel respond to his request. 


IAB NOTE: Witness B Estimated he was inside the courthouse between 10 
to 20 seconds each time he went inside to try to get deputy 
personnel (refer to Witness B = Homicide Bureau interview 
transcript, pages 3). 


Witness fifi returned outside and saw victim ume out of the driver's side 
of the vehicle. Victim Bas apparently wounded, and hobbled as she ran toward 
the courthouse. Suspect Cueva also exited the vehicle through the driver's side and 
held a large knife above his head as he closely followed Victim| Witness} 
noticed Victimas terrified and running for her life. Witness said Suspect 
Cueva looked like a “rabid dog” with the intent to kill Victim [EE refer to Witness 

s Homicide Bureau interview transcript, pages 4-5). 


As Suspect Cueva was about to grab Victim [EE white holding the knife in a striking 


motion, he was shot. After being shot, Suspect Cueva was still moving on the ground.

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attempt to kill Victim B Suspect Cueva was held down and handcuffed by 
deputies who were at the scene. 


According to Witnes: if deputies waited five more seconds, Suspect Cueva 
would have slit Victim 's throat.

Witness Booked through the lobby door windows and saw a female (Victim 
running toward the front entrance doors of the courthouse. She was being 
chased by a male (Suspect Cu o held an approximately six to ten inch kitchen 
knife in his right hand. Witnes: id not see where Suspect Cueva and Victim 
icame from, but he believed they may have been running from the area where 
the as. 


Victim vas bleeding from the chest as she ran away from Suspect Cueva, who 
did not have any visible injuries. As they continued to run toward the courthouse, a 
male Asian deputy (Deputy Reantaso) emerged from ight side. Deputy Reantaso 
pointed his gun at Suspect Cueva. Although Wines ill not hear what was 
said, he believed Deputy Reantaso ordered Suspect Cueva to drop the knife. 


As Suspect Cueva attempted to catch up to Victim B and ignored Deputy 


Reantaso’ ers, Deputy Reantaso fired his weapon at Suspect Cue as 
Witness s belief soii: Cueva's intent was to stab Victim ven if he 


was shot (refer to Witness| s IAB interview transcript, page 4). 


After being shot, Victim J fe to the ground, either on his side or back. While on 
the ground, Suspect Cueva attempted to grab the knife that was approximately two feet 
away from his right hand. Witness Bco uid not recall specific details, but he aid 
Suspect Cueva may have been shot after he was on the ground. Victim lf recalled 
hearing between two to four gunshots during the incident. 


Witness as unsure, but he believed Suspect Cueva may have caught up to 
Victim He was al: re if Deputy Reantaso was the only person who shot 
Suspect Cueva. Witness hii sieved another deputy was at the scene pointing his 
weapon at Suspect Cueva, but he did not know if he fired any shots. Witness jdid 
not recall if Suspect Cueva was handcuffed after the incident. 


Prior to the arrival of paramedics, personnel at the scene rendered aid to victim 


When paramedics arrived, they treated Suspect Cueva and Victim before 
subsequently transporting Suspect Cueva away from the scene. 
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At the conclusion of the incident Witness if waited in the cafeteria to speak with 
investigators, but voluntarily left without providing a statement.

Deputy Rizaldy Reantaso 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1700 hours, Homicide Bureau Detectives Eddie 
Brown and Antoinette Martinez interviewed Deputy Reantaso at Chatsworth 
Courthouse. The interview was recorded and transcribed. For a complete statement, 
additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. 


On April 30, 2019, at approximately 1029 hours, IAB Sergeants Christopher Minott and 
Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Reantaso at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy 
Reantaso was represented by Attorney Susan Jerich from the Rains, Lucia, Stern, St. 
Phalle & Silver Law Firm. For a complete statement, additional information, and precise 
wording, see attached verbatim interview transcription. The following is a summary of 
both interviews: 


On October 31, 2016, Deputy Reantaso was inside his office, which was located in the 
northeast portion of the courthouse. His office had windows that provided a view of the 
front court entrance and security area. Shortly after 1200 hours, he heard “frantic” radio 
traffic. Although he could not understand what was said, he recognized the voice to be 
Security Officer Dewayne Franklin (refer to Deputy Reantaso’s Homicide Bureau 
interview transcript, page 3). 


Via his radio, Deputy Reantaso asked Security Officer Franklin for additional 
information. Before getting a response, Deputy Reantaso immediately ran out of his 
office and responded to the checkpoint area, approximately 15 feet away. Upon exiting 
his office, Deputy Reantaso saw people looking outside in the direction of the parking 
lot. 


Deputy Reantaso exited the building through the front lobby doors, and from a distance 
of approximately 40 feet, saw a black vehicle parked in front of the parking booth. He 
noticed a female’s body (Victim I was halfway inside the vehicle, with her legs 
extended out of the open driver's side door. His view of the vehicle was partially 
obstructed by the parking booth. 


Deputy Reantaso recognized th (Witness I. who ran south, 
away from the vehicle. Witness yelled and pointed at the vehicle, in an 
apparent attempt to gain the attention of people who were in the area. Deputy 
Reantaso believed a fight may have been taking place. Deputy Reantaso saw Victim 

run away from the driver's side door, and toward the courthouse. She was 
immediately followed by a male (Suspect Cueva). Deputy Reantaso did not see from 
which side of the vehicle Suspect Cueva exited. 
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As Victim ran toward the front of the courthouse, she was screaming and had the 
look of “terror” in her face (refer to Deputy Reantaso’s IAB interview, page 13). 
Deputy Reantaso noticed Suspect Cueva approximately 12 inch long metal 
knife in his right hand as he chased Victim| Deputy Reantaso loudly ordered 
Suspect Cueva several times to drop the knife. Suspect Cueva ignored the commands 
and caught up to Victim at the landing of the steps, leading to the front courtyard. 


From behind, Suspect Cueva wrapped his left arm around Victim Es neck, and 
stabbed Victim in the upper torso as he moved his right hand in a downward 
motion. Deputy Reantaso saw what appeared to be blood on Victim Es upper 
torso. Believing Suspect Cueva was going to kill Victim he continued his 
assault, Deputy Reantaso fired one shot from his duty weapon. 


Deputy Reantaso was standing to the north of Suspect Cueva and Victim at the 
time. He was approximately 15 feet away and aimed at Suspect Cueva’s head and 
upper shoulder area, as that was the exposed area. After the first shot, Deputy 
Reantaso noticed Suspect Cueva exhibited a “jerking motion” as the momentum carried 
Suspect Cueva and Victim orar, past him (refer to Deputy Reantaso’s IAB 
interview transcript, page 17). 


Within seconds, Deputy Reantaso notice: ity Officer Fabian was standing on the 
right when he heard a gunshot as Victim and Suspect Cueva moved forward. 
Deputy Reantaso believed Security Officer Fabian fired the second shot. Deputy 
Reantaso was now able to get a better view of Suspect Cueva’s side and back area as 
he continued a downward stabbing motion. In an effort to stop Suspect Cueva’s 
continued effort to stab Victim| he fired two additional shots, causing Suspect 
Cueva to stop his assault. Suspect Cueva dropped the knife and fell on the ground, 
face down. Victim aso fell to the ground after the second volley of shots. 
Deputy Reantaso assisted Victim in getting her away from Suspect Cueva. She 
was then escorted to a corner by the front entrance doors by other deputies who were 
now at the scene. 


As Suspect Cueva was on the ground, he attempted to reach for a knife that was on his 
right side. Believing Suspect Cueva was attempting to arm himself with the knife, 
Deputy Reantaso kicked it away. Deputy lapproached Suspect Cueva and 
attempted to handcuff him. Deputy Reantaso told other personnel who were now at the 
scene to assist Deputy Deputy Ramirez assisted in handcuffing Suspect 
Cueva behind his back. 


Lieutenant Lecrivain responded to the scene and requested paramedics to respond. He 
later obtained a public safety statement from Deputy Reantaso, prior to being removed 
from the scene. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Reantaso recalled initiating radio traffic on the MCJ radio 
frequency when he initially saw Suspect Cueva running after Victim 
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He believed he may have advised of a 417, but meant to 
advise of a 417A, which is the radio code for a person with knife. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Reantaso also recalled requesting paramedics after he fired 
the second volley of shots. 


Deputy Reantaso was advised of the Department's video admonishment. He was 
provided the opportunity to view the surveillance footage of the incident. After having 
viewed the video, he clarified the knife was kicked by Deputy Clark initially, prior to 
Deputy Reantaso kicking it a second time. 


Security Officer Gerardo Fabian 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1750 hours, Homicide Bureau Detectives Eddie 
Brown and Antoinette Martinez interviewed Security Officer Fabian at Chatsworth 
Courthouse. Present during the interview was Security Officer Fabian’s attorney, Emily 
Suhr, of the Green and Shinee Law Firm. The interview was recorded and transcribed. 
For a complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcription. 


19, at approximately 1208 hours, IAB Sergeants Christopher Minott and 
EE cn Security Officer Fabian at the Internal Affairs Bureau. 
ecurity Officer Fabian was represented by Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons of The Gibbons 
Firm. For a complete statement, additional information, and precise wording, see 
attached verbatim interview transcription. The following is a summary of both 
interviews: 


On October 31, 2016, Security Officer Fabian was assigned to work the weapons 
screening area, which is approximately 10 feet away from the entrance doors to the 
courthouse. At approximately 1200 hours, several people ran into the courthouse and 
advised him that someone needed help outside. Security Officer Fabian was not 
provided with additional information as to what occurred outside. While inside the 
building, Security Officer Fabian saw people fighting by the parking booth. Security 
Officer Fabian decided to wait for someone to arrive and assist him in assessing the 
situation. Within seconds, Deputy Reantaso arrived and they exited the courthouse. 


As Security Officer Fabian stood outside, he noticed a female (Victim was in the 
driver's side of a black vehicle, next to the parking booth. Security Officer Fabian also 
saw a male (Witness, which he believed to be i A 
by the driver's side, trying to open the door. Suddenly, the female (Victim exited 
the vehicle from the driver's side door and ran toward the front of the courthouse. 


Within seconds, a male (Suspect Cueva) exited from the passenger side of the vehicle 
and immediately chased Victim 


Security Officer Fabian noticed Victim [was bleeding from her upper torso as she 
yelled and continued to run toward the courthouse. Suspect Cueva held a large silver 
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or chrome knife in his right hand, and was approximately four feet behind Victim 
Suspect Cueva had a “mean” look on his face (refer to Security Officer Fabian’s IAB 
interview, page 11). Believing Suspect Cueva's intent was to kill Victim 

Security Officer Fabian ordered Suspect Cueva several times to drop the knife. 
Suspect Cueva made eye contact with Security Officer Fabian, but did not comply with 
the orders as he continued to chase Vict 


Suspect Cueva caught up to Victim S by the steps to the courtyard. From behind, 
Suspect Cueva wrapped his left arm around Victim s neck and stabbed Victim 
a: arms. Security Officer Fabian was standing approximately 10 feet away from 
Suspect Cueva and Victim EE as they ran directly toward him. As the distance 
between them closed, Security Officer Fabian pointed his gun at Suspect Cueva. 


Deputy Reantaso approached from the north side and fired two shots at Suspect 
Cueva. Security Officer Fabian believed Suspect Cueva was struck by the rounds 
because of Suspect Cueva’s sudden body movement. After Deputy Reantaso fired at 
Suspect Cueva, Victim EE was able to slightly separate herself from Suspect Cueva. 
Due to the separation between Suspect Cueva and Victim B Security Officer 
Fabian had a clear view of Suspect Cueva's right side and stomach. Believing Suspect 
Cueva was trying to kill Victim Security Officer Fabian fired one round in the 
direction of Suspect Cueva's right side and stomach area, striking him. Security Officer 
Fabian was approximately five feet away from Suspect Cueva when he fired the shot. 


Suspect Cueva continued chasing Victim rabbed her. As they passed 
Security Officer Fabian, Suspect Cueva and Victim] fell to the ground. As 
Suspect Cueva fell, the knife landed on the ground, within a few inches of his head. 
Victim stood up and ran toward a corner, south of the front entrance doors. 


As Suspect Cueva was on the ground, he attempted to sit up and reach for the knife. 
Security Officer Fabian ordered Suspect Cueva to not move. Deputy Reantaso 
approached Suspect Cueva and kicked the knife approximately five feet away. 


Security Officer Fabian recalled a female deputy (Deputy Ramirez) and a male deputy 
grabbed Suspect Cueva’s hands and handcuffed him. Security Officer Fabian did not 
recall who placed the handcuffs on Suspect Cueva, but he said Suspect Cueva was 
cooperative during the process (refer to Security Officer Fabian’s IAB interview 
transcript, page 29). 


After Suspect Cueva was handcuffed, the deputies who handcuffed him assessed his 
injuries. Security Officer Fabian also saw a female deputy render aid to Victim 


At the conclusion of the incident, Security Officer Fabian was escorted away from the 
scene and allowed to remain in a room with a sergeant. 


Security Officer Fabian was advised of the Department's video admonishment. He was 
provided the opportunity to review the surveillance video of the incident. After reviewing 
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it, he clarified Deputy Reantaso was on the north side during the incident. He also 
added that during his initial assessment of the disturbance by the vehicle, he recognized 
the male (Witnesq BEB who was attempting to help Victim as a parking 
attendant because of the blue shirt he was wearing a blue shirt.

On April 18, 2019, at approximately 0959 hours, IAB Sergeant Christopher Minott 
interviewed Deputy lat Chatsworth Courthouse. For a complete statement, 
additional information, and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcription. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On October 31, 2016, at approximately 1210 hours, Depu HE observed a black 

Audi speeding north through Penfield Avenue. Deputy ic not see the 

occupants of the vehicle, but due to the erratic driving, he believed he initiated radio 

traffic to advise court personnel. Depu esponded to the front entrance to 

check for the vehicle. As he responded, he heard radio traffic advising there was a 

“417A.” Within seconds he heard Deputy Reantaso advising of a “998” (refer to Deputy 
s IAB interview transcript, page 8). 


IAB NOTE: 417A is the Sheriffs Department radio code for a person with a 
knife. Radio code 998 is used to advise of a deputy-involved 
shooting. 


IAB NOTE: All the radio traffic Deputy EE initiated and heard during the 
incident was on the Men’s Central Jail frequency. 


Deputy EE immediately ran to the front entrance of the courthouse. As he 
responded, he did not hear gunshots. Upon arriving at the lobby, near the entrance, he 
saw several people running inside, away from the front entrance of the courthouse. 
Approximately five seconds after hearing the deputy-involved shooting radio traffic, 
Deputy M- icc at the entrance doors. 


As he stood inside, he saw Suspect Cueva on the ground. Suspect Cueva was on his 
back, with his both hands above his head. Security Officer Fabian stood approximately 
15 to 20 feet west of Suspect Cueva with his firearm pointed at Suspect Cueva. Deputy 
Reantaso stood closer to the front doors, approximately 10 to 20 feet away from 
Suspect Cueva. Deputy Reantaso also detained Suspect Cueva at gunpoint. Deputy 
a 2s not sure who gave orders, but heard someone tell Suspect Cueva to stay 
down or not move. A female (Victim wearing a light colored shirt with blood 
stains, was sitting on the ground approximately five feet away from Suspect Cueva. 


While assessing the situation, Deputy Biik sked Deputy Reantaso if there were 
other suspects and he said no. As Suspect Cueva remained on the ground, Deputy 

[saw a knife was approximately five feet to the east of Suspect Cueva. Suspect 
Cueva began rolling on his left side, toward the knife. 
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Believing Suspect Cueva was going to arm himself with the knife, or attempt to escape, 
Deputy flip proaches Suspect Cueva to handcuff him. When Deputy AAN 
approached, Suspect Cueva attempted to reach for Deputy SEs weapon, which he 
held in his hand. During Deputy approach, Deputy Reantaso got close to 
Suspect Cueva and kicked the knife approximately 20 to 30 feet away. 


Deputy [grabbed Suspect Cueva by the right shoulder and held him down. 
Suspect Cueva attempted to lift his shoulders off the ground as Deputy 

continued to hold him against the ground. Deputy} held Suspect Cueva by the 
arms. Suspect Cueva’s arms were “locked” and he did not allow Deputy to 
place his hands behind his back (refer to Deputy Es IAB interview transcript, 
page 16). 


Deputy {had difficulty controlling Suspect Cueva’s arms and retrieving his 
handcuffs at the same time. Deputy B dered Suspect Cueva to stop resisting, 
and called for another deputy to assist him. As Deputy cic Suspect Cueva’s 
right wrist, Deputy Ramirez assisted by handcuffing Suspect Cueva’s right hand. 
Deputy rabbed Suspect Cueva’s left hand and placed it behind his back. 
Deputy Ramirez assisted in handcuffing Suspect Cueva. While handcuffing Suspect 
Cueva, an expended projectile fell from the back side of Suspect Cueva onto the 
ground. 


Deputy M -mainea by Suspect Cueva's chest and Deputy Ramirez was by his 
feet as they monitored Suspect Cueva. Deputy equested paramedics using 
his handheld radio and directed other personnel to secure the scene and contact 
witnesses. Approximately 10 minutes later, fire department personnel arrived and 
treated Suspect Cueva and Victim They were both transported to the hospital 
for further treatment. 


Deputy reported his use of force and actions to Sergeant Metcalf. 
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
